CALIFORNIA THIRD IN. 
NEW STUN ROAD MILEAGE

But two states lead California   in 
1913 in the construction of new 
steam line mileage, according to offi­ 
cial figures,, issued by the Railway 
Gazette. They were Montana and 
Texas, with, respectively, 377 and 
J67 miles Of new track, as compared 
with the construction of 230 addi­ 
tional miles of track in this state 
during the year. ' In Arizona the new 
construction amounted to 113 miles, 
md in Nevada to 98 miles.

In detail, the new construction in 
he state showed the usual consistent 

sains by the south half of the state, 
with a total of sixty miles of new 
Brst track an dtwenty-flve miles of 
second track.

EDISON COHPANY WILL 
REDUCE LIGHTING RATES

The Southern California Edison 
'onVpany has filed with the State 

Railroad Commission a revised sched- 
ale reducing rates in practically all 
f Southern California. It provides a 

naximum lighting rate of seven cents 
ter kilowatt hour. The new rate is 
tffective March 1st of the present 
ear.

It is estimated that the reduction 
rill save consumers $200,000 annual- 
y. It will be felt chiefly in Los An- 
eles, Riverside, Orange and San Ber- 
ardlno counties. It is to be applied 

o every community served except 
where rates ace already fixed by city 
rdinance.
